Met according to adjournment at eleven o’clock A.M., in an
Informal Session, with Mr. Donato of Medford in the Chair (having
been appointed by the Speaker, under authority conferred by Rule 5,
to perform the duties of the Chair). 

At the request of the Chair (Mr. Donato), the members, guests
and employees joined with him in reciting the pledge of allegiance
to the flag. 

Silent Prayer. 

At the request of Speaker DeLeo of Winthrop and Representatives
Jones of North Reading and Hogan of Stow, the members, guests and
employees stood in a moment of silent tribute in respect to the memory
of Argeo Paul Cellucci. 

Governor Cellucci was a member of the House from Hudson from
1977 to 1985, a member of the Senate from 1985 to 1991, Lieutenant-
Governor from 1991 to 1997, Governor from 1997 to 2001; and the
United States Ambassador to Canada from 2001 to 2005, inclusive; 

Governor Cellucci is survived by his wife, Jan, their daughters Kate
and Anne; and four grandchildren. 

State House Remembrance Program in Honor of 
The Honorable Argeo Paul Cellucci. 

Subsequent to the adjournment of the House, at half-past twelve
o’clock P.M., a ceremony in loving memory of the Honorable Argeo
Paul Cellucci, who had passed away on June 8, 2013, was held in the
Chamber of the House of Representatives. 

Speaker Robert A. DeLeo of Winthrop welcomed the family of the
late Governor and the many guests to the House Chamber. 

The flag draped coffin of Governor Cellucci then entered the House
Chamber under a solemn escort of a contingency of members of the
uniformed State Police. 

The opening prayer was offered by the Reverend William P. Leahy,
S.J. of Boston College. 

An a cappella singing of the National Anthem was performed by
Mr. John McDermott. 

Remarks about the life and the many accomplishments of Governor
Cellucci were then made by Speaker DeLeo; Senate President Therese
Murray; Governor Deval L. Patrick; former Acting Governor Jane M.
Swift; Gary Doer, OM, Canadian Ambassador to the United States;
Michael F. Collins, MD, Chancellor of the University of Massachu-
setts Medical School; the Honorable Andrew Card, former State Rep-
resentative, former United States Secretary of Transportation and
former Chief of Staff to President George W. Bush; and former Gover-
nor William F. Weld. 

In addition to the distinguished persons who spoke from the House
Rostrum about former Governor Cellucci, also in attendance were
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many other notable persons, including the Secretary of the Common-
wealth, William F. Galvin; the Treasurer and Receiver General of the
Commonwealth, Steven Grossman; the Attorney-General of the Com-
monwealth, Martha Coakley; the Chief Justice of the Supreme Judi-
cial Court, Roderick L. Ireland; the Mayor of the city of Boston,
Thomas M. Menino; Congressman Edward Markey; Executive Coun-
cillor Terrence W. Kennedy; former Governors Michael S. Dukakis
and Mitt Romney; former Lieutenant-Governors Thomas P. O’Neill
III, Evelyn Murphy and Timothy Murray; former Attorney-General of
the Commonwealth, Thomas F. Reilly; former Treasurer and Receiver
General of the Commonwealth, Joseph Malone; former Congressman
Peter G. Torkildsen; former Senate Presidents William M. Bulger and
Thomas F. Birmingham; former Speaker of the House Thomas M.
Finneran; and Andrew Natsios, a former State Representative who has
served in a number of high level Massachusetts and federal govern-
ment positions. 

The closing prayer was offered by the Reverend William P. Leahy,
S.J. of Boston College. 

Governor Cellucci’s flag draped coffin was then carried from the
House Chamber by the contingency of members of the uniformed State
Police. 

The many persons in attendance then departed the House Chamber
under escort of the Sergeant-at-Arms for the purpose of paying
respects to the Honorable Argeo Paul Cellucci, whose body was to lie
in state in Memorial Hall until 7 o’clock P.M.

Paper from the Senate. 

A report of the committee on Consumer Protection and Professional
Licensure, that the communication from the Massachusetts Gaming
Commission (under the provisions of Section 9B of Chapter 128A of
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the General Laws) submitting proposed changes to 205 CMR 4.00 and
6.00 relative to running horse racing and pari-mutel rules for thor-
oughbred racing, harness racing and greyhound racing. (printed in
Senate, No. 1780),— recommending that the regulations and condi-
tions are consistent with the statutory provisions under which they
were promulgated and that the same be placed on file,— accepted by
that Senate, was considered forthwith, under Rule 42; and it was
accepted, in concurrence. 

Reports of Committees. 

By Mr. Binienda of Worcester, for the committee on Rules and the
committees on Rules of the two branches, acting concurrently, that
Joint Rule 12 be suspended on the petition of Robert F. Fennell, Steven
M. Walsh and Thomas M. McGee for legislation to establish a sick
leave bank for Rose Britton, an employee of the Trial Court. Under
suspension of the rules, on motion of Ms. Cariddi of North Adams, the
report was considered forthwith. Joint Rule 12 was suspended; and
the petition (accompanied by bill) was referred to the committee on the
Judiciary. Sent to the Senate for concurrence. 

By Mr. Scibak of South Hadley, for the committee on Consumer
Protection and Professional Licensure, on a petition, a Bill authorizing
the town of Bellingham to grant an additional license for the sale of
wines and malt beverages not to be drunk on the premises (House,
No. 3374) [Local Approval Received]. 

By Mr. Michlewitz of Boston, for the committee on Public Service,
on a joint petition, a Bill establishing a sick leave bank for Linda 
Barlow, an employee of the Department of Mental Health (House, 
No. 3468). 

Severally read; and referred, under Rule 7A, to the committee on
Steering, Policy and Scheduling.
